It is important, however, to 
all owners of property because 
YOUR property is directly or 
indirectly involved in the pro- 
posed zones. 

A master zoning law charts 
the course for future develop- 
ment of our community. Chang- 
es, of course, can be made from 
time to time. It is far better, 
however, for all property own 
ers to become acquainted with 
the proposal NOW, rather than 
to discover later there are re- 
strictions that are unsatisfactory.

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A new master zoning ordinance is going to be adopted 
for Uplanders sometime next year. 


It is a very, very voluminous document, as such matters 
must be. In fact, the paper on which the document is typewrit- 
ten, single-spaced, weighs 1!/. pounds. The proposal is the 
result of many, many long hours of study by members of the 
Upland city planning commission and by the planning con- 
suitant, Simon Eisner. 


The city has at present a master zoning law, adopted 
several years ago. The new proposal re-writes the first docu- 
ment, containing many new provisions and makes more prac- 
tical in its application the regulations affecting development 
of local property. The present zoning law will be repealed with 
adoption of the new measure. 


Prior to the time for adoption, however, the public will be 
given opportunities to hear as much as possible about the pro- 
posal. The first public hearing on the document will be Nov. 
23. Some changes may be suggested at that time. Later, the 
Upland city council will hold at least one public hearing. 


The new law will be of great importance to every citizen 
and to the best development of the community. Therefore, 
every citizen who is vitally interested in the community of the 
future, should learn as much as possible about the proposal. 


A big map, each proposed zone in a different color, is on 
display in the city council chambers. A glance at this map is 
interesting and perhaps illuminating. 


The master zone plan, once adopted, can be amended 
as needed. Basically, however, it is the plan for future develop- 
ment and should be changed only when the changes are made 
in the interests of a better community. 


Between now and the adoption of the proposal is the 
time for suggested changes. In other words, if owners of prop- 
erty want zones different than what is indicated, it would be 
timely for the commissioners and the councilmen to know 
of the suggestions prior to adoption of the new proposal. 


For example, owners of Mountain Ave. property just 
north of Arrow Hwy.. are in the procedure of getting a zone 
changed to permit a business development. Yet, there is no 
buisness zone shown for Mountain. Likewise, for other likely 
business locations in the community, the map-makers and 
zone-makers should be given suggestions — before the plan 
is adopted. 


Previously it has been suggested that Upland give some 
planned protection to the Cable airport, west of Benson Ave. 
Yet, the map shows no such protection and there is no pro- 
posed airport zone. The city commissioners may have good 
reason for not including such protection in the proposed zon- 
ing. 


A new industrial zone, for restricted manufacturer, is 


planned in the area from a point west of San Antonio Ave. to 
Benson Ave. between the Santa Fe and the Pacific Electric 
right-of-ways. This appears to be the satisiactory zoning sug- 
gestion. 


: This is a call to the public to get interested in the new 
zoning proposal. Many new suggestions may come from public 
study of the map and the proposal.

Survey Carcs 


Parents of all Chaffey high and 


Upland high school students are 
asked to return immediately the 
“Survey of Residence and Hkm- 
ployment”’ cards which were sent 
home with students on Oct. 31. 

Dr. Arthur Hoff, comptroller of 
the Chaffey district, who is 
charge of the survey, points out 
that it is necessary to have all 
of the cards signed and returned 
whether the parent is employed | 
or not as the cards are audited | 
by the federal government. 

He also said that it is necessary 
to complete this survey three 


times a year in order to make 
Chaffey high school district elig- 
ible to receive aid from the ap- 
plication of Federal Aid Public 
Law 874.

After Mr. Eisner’s lettgr was 
read, the councilmen scheduled 
their meeting with the commis- 
sioners for a mutual discussion 
of the proposal, then continued 
the hearing until their Dec. 6 
meeting. 


He referred to the public hear- 
ing at the recent planning com- 
mission meeting. Mr. Eisner’s 
letter in part follows: 


“1. The need for the C-2 zoning 
was not demonstrated since there 
are very few families living’ any- 
where in the vicinity of the pro- 
posed zone change. The purchas- 
ing power now available is neg- 
ligible and the amount that would 
be available in support of this 
center would never underwrite 
the acreage requested unless the 
density pattern became quite 
different than ‘now apparent in 
Upland. 

“2. That the development of 
two centers, split by Mountain 
Ave., is not good planning for it 
would create two competitive 
centers rather than one good one. 
This would not assure good re- 
lated development because the 
nearby land would be under the 
influence that, if sound commer- 
cial development could not be 
supported, there would be a furth- 
er relaxation of the restrictions 
on thé land to permit the future 
owners to recover their invest- 
ment, especially since they would 
after the rezoning be purchasing 
“commercial land”, , .at com- 
mercial prices. 

“3. That the master plan did 
not show, ever in a_ general 
manner, the location of a com- 
mercial development at this lo- 
cation, the closest ones being at 
Foothill Blvd. and Eighth St. If 
this application is granted there 
could be little reasoning to con- 
tinue the indication of these two 
‘neighborhood”’ level facilities on 
the plan. In any case, these de- 
velopments probably would not 
have exceeded five acres each 
in size and the areas they were 
to serve will have to be reanaly- 
zed for future commercial faclity 
needs. 

“4, That it might be wiser to 
rezone only one of the areas, 
preferably the one on the easterly 
side next to the proposed sub- 
division, in order. that the per; 
sons coming into the area would 
realize that there is to be a 
center at this location and where 
it was to be, Since all the area 
that could logically be supported 
here would not exceed the 10 acr 
requested at the above location, 
there would be no reasonable 
need to zone any more here in 
the future. ; 

“5, That it might be wiser not 
to grant the rezoning until after 
the adoption of the new ordi- 
nance now under consideration 
for there are elements in this 
ordinance which would require 
greater safeguards in behalf of 
the nearby residential develop- 
ments and would secure improve- 
ments and guarantees that are 
not now possible under the pre- 
sent ordinance.
